medically. 


For medical purposes, 
according 


to census figures, there is use for onlv 
100.000 quarts of 
these 
imported 


goods, and no provision 
has 
been 


made for the disposal of the remain- 
der. 
The treaties provide that these 


wines may not be reexported, and the 
Alcoholic contents may not be lowered 
by mixing with water. 


At 
present 
there is a tnisunder 


standing between Norway and Port- 
ugal over Norway's exports of fish to 
Portugal, and as a result Portugese 
merchants have cancelled shipments 
entailing 
the 
loss 
of 
millions of 


crowns to Norwegians. 
Negotiations 


for a new treaty have been going on 
Tor some time but have made little 
headway, as Portugal is insisting that 
Norway import a million quarts of 
strong wines, port and Medeira, year- 
ly in return for the fish trade of Nor- 
wav. 


According to the Norwegian 
pro- 


hibition law, strong wines may be 
sold only in drugs stores on a doc- 
:or's prescription. In this way not 
more than 150,000 quarts can be dis- 
posed of in a year. 


Prohibition politicians are favoring 


a more lax prescription law, but a 
majority of the present cabinet have 
expressed themselves in favor of lift- 
ing the lid on strong wines. 


Woolen Mills, Started 
, 
During Civil War, Has 


Had Many Adversities 


F. J. Harwood, President Of 


Company, Is Oldest Manufac- 
turer In Years Of Service In 
Appleton 


There are few persons in Appleton 


who are old enough or 
who 
have 


lived here long enough to remember 
when the Appleton Woolen mills were 
established here. 
Several generations 


of farmers have passed by their plant 
on Lake-st since its inception. 
It 


has, 
in fact, a more remote history 


than any concern in the city, with 
possibly only two exceptions—the Ap- 
pleton Hub and Spoke company and 
Willy & Co. flour mills, now known 
as the Appleton Cereal mills. 


This industry has lived 
through 


three wars, two fires and 
several 


panics. 
It was the first concern in 


the country to operate with an in- 
dividual electric lighting plant. 
It 


was the pioneer west of Ohio in the 
manufacture of 
papermakers' 
felts 


and jackets- The head of the firm is 
probably the oldest active manufact- 
urer in the city. 


STARTED FN WAR 


At the time when this country was 


steeped in the Civil war, and woolen 
factories 
throughout 
the 
United 


States were overrun with orders for 
clothing for the army, the "Appleton 
Woolen factory," was established on 
the same site occupied today. Thosp 
at the 
head of it were George W. 


Spaulding and J. W. Hutchinson. The 
site had originally 
been purchased 


from Edward West. 


Construction of *hc first plant was 


begun in February, 1861. Farmers 
here hailed the advent of this industry 
with delight, as they found a ready 
market for wool. It at once stimulated 
the raising of sheep. The plant was 
a 30 by 50 foot frame structure of 
several floors. It was in full opera 
tion the following January- Machin- 
ery had been installed at a cost of 
$6^000, but it consisted only of one 
set of cards. 


After a year and a half of operation 


the 
factory 
burrfed to the ground 


along with several other buildings 
The loss was about $10.000. Far from 
being discouraged. Messrs. Spauldin? 
and Hutchinson immediately set about 
rebuilding the plant. It was finished 
in April 1864. It was of much larger 
proportions than the first plant, as it 
measured 45 by 105 feet and consisted 
of three stories. 


A fairly Jargc amount of carding was 


done at this time. The price of wool 
bad risen and farmers had become 
more active in sheep raising. During 
the harvest months, laborers at the 
woolen mill were paid from $2.50 to $3 
a day, which was an entirely new 
wage in those days. 


Although the 
plant 
was always 


known as the Appleton Woolen mills, 
the firms changed repeatedly. In 1868 
it 
was 
operated by Hutchinson & 


Smith. It later passed § o the hands 
of Hutchinson, Fay & Ballard, who 
in turn sold out to Fay, Ballard, & 
Robinson. 


HARWOOD STARTS IN 1876 


In 1876 the company was reorgan- 


ized, when the present head of the 
company became its manager. F. J. 
Harwood, who had come here from 
Ripon, bought an interest in the com- 
pany which was now known as Hut- 
chinson & Co. The firm consisted of 
W. W. Hutchinson, Dr. J. T. Reeves, 
and Mr. Harwood. 


The plant was a 
two set mill by 


this time. It was essentiaJly a knit- 
ting yarn mill. It 
furnished 
hand 


knitting yarns 
in 
skeins 
of 
five 


pounds to the bundle. The products 
were sold direct to the retail trade. 


Then came another fire in 1881 that 


again destroyed the factory as well as 
that of the Appleton Chair company. 
The loss being too great for the _ old 
company, it was reorganized the same 
vear ith a capital of $75,000. The of- 
ficers of the corporation were A. P. 
Harwood, president; C. A. Beveridge, 
vice president; W. W. 
Hutchinson, 


secretary-treasurer; F. J. 
Harwood, 


general manager. 


A stone and brick two-story mill, 60 


by 160 feet in dimension was built in 
place of the old one. About 25 men 
were employed. It began with the ex- 
clusive 
manufacture 
of fancy and 


plain knitting yarns. After five years 
of successful business the output of 
the company had grown to 250,000 
pounds 
of knitting yarn 
annually. 


The company now gave employment 
to about 50 hands. 


In the year 1S88 a weaving plant 


was added, and the manufacture of 
cashmeres and flannels was begun. 
A few years later the 
plant was 


equipped for the manufacture of pa- 
permakers' felts and yarns, leading 
the west in this industry. In 1893 a 
large 3-story addition was built. This 
was followed in 1900 by another sub- 
stantial addition. 


In 1902 the company again , ex- 


panded by buying out the Reedsburg 


i Woolen mills, a plant of about the 
same proportion as the Appleton one. 
The company there carries on the 
manufacture of cassirneres, flannels 
and yarns exclusively, with the ex- 
ception of the .yam the Appleton 
plant makes for the Appleton Superi- 
or Knitting works in which it owns a 
controlling interest. 
Otherwise the 


Appleton plant concentrates on the 
manufacture 
of papermill supplies. 


The goods of the Reedsburg plant are 
marketed 
through New York 
and 


Philadelphia agencies, while the Ap- 
pleton plant sells to jobbers. 


The plant has grown to about four 


times the size of the one b'uilt in 
1882. 
Approximately 200 men are em- 


ployed in both plants. 
The output, 


however, has multiplied many times 
more. It ships its goods all over the 
United States as well as to China and 
Japan. 


Just as during the Civil war the 


plant was established to make sup- 
plies for the army, so during the re- 
cent World war, the company turned 
over its plant to the manufacture of 
army blankets. 
Of the 123,000 made, 


the government rejected only 4, a 
record 
of which the 
company 
is 


proud. 


Present officers of the company are 


F. J. Harwood, president and general 
manager, F. I. Phillips, vice presi- 
dent; D. V. M. Harwood. secretary- 
treasurer. These men, together with 
A. H. Wickesberg and A. H. Thuerer, 
constitute the board of directors

The 
press is the organ of the church, a.s well 
a.s of the people, for the church is the 
greatest popular establishment. 


It makes no difference whether there 


are or are not ontstanding-rncn of nation- 
al influence in the pulpit or press. 
The 


general average in both is nearly as high 
as the former standards set by renowned 
individuals. 
This is an era 
of institu- 


tions, and it is probably well for the in- 
stitutions and th« public that they seem 
to he', as they are. 
greater 
than the 


most competent and powerful individuals. 


The press is cooperating with the pul- 


pit today in tin- most effective \v\v pos- 
sible hy exploiting the underlying prin- 
ciples of religion and moraK 
By im- 


pressing on the people the fundamentals 
of the common professions of all church- 
es, the press is promoting the general 
caus\ of religion, and by so doing is per. 
forming patriotic service. 


The most beneficial 
assistance which 


the press can render to the pulpit is this 
indirect, this unapparent, 
cooperation. 


There is a common ground of religion and 
morals for the church a.s a whole. ;ijKi it is 
on this common ground that the press is 
producing wonderful results. 


The press is teaching respect for all 


religions. 
It, is indicating the dignity 


and necessity of faith, and the satisfaction 
and utility of upright living in accordance 
with the basic moral law. 
Could 
the: 


press cooperate with the pulpit in :i more 
practical way or to better purpose?

EA1IGRATJON IN MASSES 


Berlin—Writing in the BERLINER 


TAGEBLATT. Professor Dr. Haberle, 
from the Heidelberg University com- 
pares the present increased desire for 
emigration from Germany, to the mi- 
gration of peoples which took place in 
1709 
from the Palatinate. 


"The 
very 
comprehensible desire 


that many people in Germany have 
at the present time, to emigrate on ac- 
count of the unfortunate situation 
at home, recalls an event, which, with 
the Israelites departure from Egypt, 
perhaps stands alone in history, viz., 
the emigration in massess from the 
Palatinate in 1709. 


"The actual reasons for this extra- 


ordinary 
exodus—32,468 persons are 


supposed to have emigrated from the 
Palatinate at that time—have never 
been discovered, but it is known that 
at the beginning of the 18th century 
this rich land was the scene of hostile 
engagements 
and the slightest impe- 


tus was sufficient to cause these peo- 
ple, who had been brought to desper- 
ation hy religious persecutions, plun- 
dering, and bad government, to seek 
their fortune in other lands. 
They 


turned their eyes 
toward 
America, 


which appeared to them as a new 
Canaan. It. was at that time that the 
colony of Pennsylvania had just been 
founded by William Penn. and hands 
were needed for colonization. Penn's 
agents were busy recruiting in South 
West Germany and tried irjjpvery way. 
to awake interest in the 
promised 


land. Already in 1706 Pfarrer Koeter- 
thal emigrated to America from Lan- 
dau with 60 persons where they were 
very well received. 


"Then came the winter of 170S-0 


with terrible cold. 
The wine froze 


in the casks, and birds fell dead from 
the air. the wine culture, at that time 
the principal industry of the Palatin- 
ate peasants, was completely ruined 
for years to come. The fields remained 
uncultivated, there was no fodder for 
the cattle, and no manure for 
the 


field. Thus terrible misery was added 
to the religious, political and oconom- 
ir persecutions which made the peo- 
ple disgusted with their home. 


"The emigration fever came over 


the people like an epidemic. In the 
spring of 1700 numbers of people de- 
parted from their homes on the Rhine. 
I^arge numbers went to 
Rotterdam 


where they waited in 
thousands 
to 


continue their journey to England, 
hoping from there to sail for Ameri- 
ca. 
This lasted until the middle of 


October and the authorities were quite 
powerless to prevent it. The Dutch 
authorities 
were not host pleased at 


this mass of uninvited guests and did 
what they could 
<o send them as 


soon ns possible to England. In May 
170fl the first ones arrived thorn 
ana 


at the end of June many thousands 
followed. 
At first the English were 


astonished 
and 
collected, money for 


the 
poor 
emigrants. 
But as new 


swarms followed, nil desiring to go to 
America, they did Their best to get rid 
of these uninvited guests as soon as 
possible. 


"The number 
of emigrants were 


reckoned between 13 and 15 thousand 
consisting of men. women and chil- 
dren, of all kinds of trades and pro- 
fessions, who all without, exception 
laid claim to private find state charity. 
They were generously provided with 
money, clothing, hoots, fuel and food, 
and lodged in quarters near Green- 
wich. 


"When the winter was over, during 


which many thousand perished, the 
emigrants 
were divided up and sent 


to different parts of England. 
and 


other countries. Many of them found 
work.in London as servants, or man- 
ual workers. 332 joined the army, and 
navy, and 3.688 emigrated to cultivate 
waste land, but 800 of 
these 
after- 


wards returned home. 
Some of the 


families were sent to Jamaica where, 
they were finally employed as slaves 
in the plantations. 


"Out of all these emigrants only 3.- 


086 attained their original aim and 
were sent in ten ships to New York 
where they were to obtain pitch and 
tar for the English fleet and protect 
the frontier from the French and their 
Indian allies. They had hoped to ob- 
tain land to colonize for themselves 
hut werP disappointed. Many of them 
moved afterwards 
to 
Pennsylvania 


where people were needed to colonize 
the land, and where the 
emigrants 


were received with open arms."
